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IDEALS  AND  LIFE 
Perhaps  the  most  prized  possession  of  living  human  beings 
aside  from  the  possession  of  life  itself,  is  the  ability  so 
to  order  his  life  that  he  may  feel  secure  in  that  life  and 
his  other  possessions.  Every  human  being  desires  the  order- 
liness that  makes  him  sure  that  when  he  wants  to  use  one  of 
his  possessions  he  can  putout  his  hand  and  take it  or  use  it. 
It  Is  just  as  true  about  the  orderliness  of  other  things.
